An Eastern exchange contains 
the following: At Savernake, Va., 
preparations have been made for 
the establishment of a new. Amer- 
ican industry. English and Amer- 
ican capitalists have combined 
their capital to open the rich tin 
ore mines on the properties they 
have purchased, to build smelting 
works, rolling mills aud all needed 
accessories, and to engage on a 
large scale in the manufacture of 
tin plate. They expect, within 
‘twelve months, to be able to make 
a weekly output of 4,500 boxes, 
aud within a year thereafter to in- 
crease it to 8,000 boxes. This is 
the first practical reply the South 
makes to those Congressmen who 
fought for free trade during the dis- 
cussion over the tariff bill. Before 
the ink of the President’s signature 
to the tariff bill was fairly dry, 
preparations for the tin plate in- 
dustry at Savernake were begun, 
and they will be pressed forward 
to a finish with all the power that 
ample capital and experienced 
management can command, and 
around this main industry will 
grow up countless others based 
upon ti. plate as the main mater- 
ial. There will soon be on the 
market Virginia tin plate free from 
lead made out of steel plates man- 
ufactured of iron from Virginia 
mines, aud of tin smelted from the 
ores of Savernake. Thus Virginia 
comes to the front as the leader in 
this new American industry, and 
rebukes the ignorance and conceit 
of so-called statesmen who ridi- 
culed the proposition that tin plate 
would ever be made from Ameri- 
can ores. 


Ir is to be ho that Mr. Bartine 
will to-morrow night give his views on 
ths resolutions adopted by the Silver 
Convention at Carson last May. He 
might also put in a little profitable 
tine explaining his course, which was 
the principal cause of the calling of 
that popular assemblage at the Capi- 
tal of the State.— Chronicle.

of more than 17 cents. He claimed 


that no wild-cat mining stocks ever 
fluctuated so, and declared that the 
bill is utterly destructive of all confi- 
dence in silver among the people of 
the East, and asserted that silver is 
in the hands of the gamblers. He 
doubted whether silver certificates 
would ever go into circulation, and 
predicted a contraction in the circula- 
tion unless free coinage is adopted. 
He related that a banker in Salt Lake 
informed him that he had not sold an 
ounce of silver in five months and was 
making large advances in coin on the 
roduct of the mines in that section. 
o asserted that a syndicate in New 
York was the cause of the advance in 
silver and that it was due to specula- 
tion and not to legislation. He knows 
of no man who has any confidence in 
this legielation; that he has talked 
with many, and they all say it is apec- 
ulation. He claimed that the Bland 
bill, requiring a maximum coinage of 
4,000,000 dollars monthly was better 
for silver than the present bill; and 
that the t ome results in abso- 
lote demonetization ; that there is no 
cure for our ills but free coinage; and 
that there will be no renewal of pros- 
perity until that is accomplished. 

He asserted that Nevada must con- 
tinue to decline, and referred to the 
fact that our population has decreased 
from 62,000 in 1880 to less than 45,000 
in 1890. He claimed that our entire 
dependence is on our mining indus- 
tries, and that farmers here have no 
other markets than our own mining 
camps.

And here Mr. Cassidy asserted that 
Carlisle was a square man. Answer- 
ing the charge that he had done noth- 
ing for four years, he asked what did 
the Republicans do during the same 
time. Mr. Cassidy then abandoned 
his defensive attitude and led his re- 
marks to another subject. He spoke 
of the irrigation problem and doubted 
obtaining any aid from the General 
Government, but would advocate its 
donation to the State of all remaining 
public lands; thought the Legislature 
could provide for its acceptance and 
sale and raise millions ou it. He ad- 
vocated retrenchment in State and 
county government, and thought four 
competent men could run any coun’ y 
government in the State. e closed 
with a review of the Democratic State 
ticket and party platform, and wound 
up in a desultory talk against time 
and in telling what he knew about the 
work of a Congressman and confessed 
that he waan’t ashamed of anything

At 10 o’clock Mr. Bartine took the 
stand, and, in a masterly way, re- 
viewed and closed the debate by re- 
ferring to the fact that Casaidy’s voice 
was gone, and his argument also. He 
scored Carlisle for advocating free 
coinage before the committee and 
dodging the issue when it came to a 
vote in the House. He reviewed the 
Democratic platform also, and turned 
the tables on its land-grabbing clause 
by referring to its chief nominees and 
supporters as being cattle kings, with 
herds on a thusand hille—all their 
own. He tben showed the benefits of 
the Tariff bill on the lead and silver 
ores, and how lead bad advanced in 
price under it, and before leaving the 
tariff question, showed that Cassidy, 
when in Congress, voted with the free 
traders. Mr. Bartine had by this 
time just got fairly started, and was 
talking like a cyclone to an audience 
that was listening in — attention, 
when President Jones called time,“ 
and, smiling, he ceased in the midst 
of a sentence.
